Cactuses are the hedgehogs of the 


vegetable world; their motto is "Nemo 
me iinpune lacessit." Many a time in the 
West Indies 1 huve pushed my hand for 
a second into a bit of tangled bush, as 
the negroes call it, to seize some rare 
flower or some beautiful insect and been 
punished for twenty-four hours after- 
ward by the stings of the almost invisi- 
ble and gla&slike little cactus needles. 
The i pason for this bellicose disposition 
on the part of the cactuses is a tolerably 
easy ono to guess. Fodder is rare in the 
desert. 
The starving herbivores that 


nnd themselves from time to time be- 
lated on the confines of such thirsty re- 
gions would seize with avidity upon any 
succulent plant which offered them food 
and drink at once in thoir last extremity. 


In the ceaseless war between herbi- 


vore and plant, which is waged every 
day Bnd all day long the whole world 
over with far greater persistence than 
the war between carnivore and prey, 
only those species of plant can survive 
in such exposed situations which happen 
to develop spines, thorns or prickles as 
a means of defense against the mouths 
of hungry and desperate assailants.— 
Grant Allen in Macmillan's Magazine. 


The Father of Modem Jurisprudence* 
Louis IX was practically the founder 


of modern jurisprudence. 
About the 


year 1341 he noticed the abuses which 
were caused in France by men taking 
into their own hands the work of re- 
dressing their own wrongs, and pub- 
lished a proclamation establishing the 
quarantine du roi. This forbade private 
redress for wrongs for the space of forty 
days after the injury was committed. 
During that time the injured person 
must seek rodress and satisfaction in the 
king's court, and if his wrong were not 
righted at the end of forty days he 
might then take its rectification into his 
own hands. 


This proclamation made justice speedy 


and tolerably sure, although of course 
its administration was in a rough and 
ready way, and unless the records are at 
fault some law of this kind prevailed in 
Louisiana at the time when Missouri 
was a part of the French king's posses- 
sions.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Dow New York Appears to a Foreigner. 


Of the ugliness, conf usedness and shab- 


biness of New York nothing new can be 
said; but full justice is dope to the Cen- 
tral park, which in another generation 
will be the most beautiful public resort 
in the world. It would, however, be al- 
together unfair to judge of America by 
Now York; uo other town in tho Union 
can vie with it in dirt, inconvenience 
and meanness Of appearance.—London 
Spectator.

Cold Hands and Cold Feet. 


Cold hands and feet with children are 


caused by a weak or defective circula- 
tion, and should be obviated as much as 
possible by the application of warmth 
to the chilled members. 
Woolen stock- 


ings and shoes sufficiently large, having 
pliable soles and' soft leather, are do- 
sirablo. No child should over be put to 
bed with cold feet. 
The old fashioned 


warming pan that was wont to be used 
to take the chili off the sheets in cold 
winter nights might be employed with 
advantage once more. Children sleep- 
ing with cold extremities do not rest 
well, and are apt to awaken with con- 
gested throats or irritation of the deeper 
organs, due to the deviation of blood 
from the surface of the body. In some 
cases it is well to dispense with sheets 
during cold weather, having the child 
sleep between soft blankets, if necessary 
with a hot bottle at the feet. 


Night drawers made of Canton flannel 


sire good. If the child is restless, with a 
tendency to disarrange or kick off the 
clothing, it is well to have a place for 
the feet at the bottom of the drawers, 
which are thus completely closed at the 
extremity. 
There should always be a 


complete ohftugp of clothing night and 
morning, the necessary changes being 


wraps while waiting to be taken out. 
These garments must not be put on until 
everything is in readiness for immediate 
departure, and they should be removed 
ut once upon return. -Dr. Henry D, Cha- 
pin in Babyhood.

Against these marauders of 
apian society and other foes the honey 
bees often fortify their hives, barricad 
ing the entrance by a thick wall, with 
bastions, casemates and deep, narrow 
gateways. When there seems to be no 
immediate danger » hostile attack these 
defensive works, which beriously inter- 
fere with the ordinary industrial life* of 
the hive, are removed and not rebuilt 
until there is fresh occasion for alarm.

lic meeting to be held at tbe Court House 
next Tuesday ereuiuR. May 3J. Tbe voltr* 
of Wash*« county, all who are better citi- 
zens than partisans, and who place th» iu- 
t«rssU ot tbe Stain above tbe success of 
parties, which, cm matters ot vital import- 
ance to tbe State, differ little except in 
name, in abort all who believe la the free 
•nJ uuli'iiitfd coinage of silver, ere invited 
to attend for tbe purpose of organizing a 
Silver Club. 


A revolution in politics such as has not 


before occurred, since tbe firing on Fort 
Sumpter thirty-one years ago, ig now pro- 
Tailing throughout tbe West and South and 
ia rapidly extending Eastward. It ia a war 
of tbe matses against tbe claaae*, and ballots, 
not bullet*, are to decide tbe contest. 
The 


question involed is a financial one. Tbe 
gold oligarcbists of Europe and of the East- 
ern States, have conspired against silver, 
wbioh is tbe vr'a°ipsl product of Nevada, 
and expect by appeals to tbe prejudices of 
the people, through their organs, to divide 
tbe voters and givn the electoral vote of tbe 
State to an anti-silver man, either a Re- 
publican or Democrat, foi President of tbe 
United States. 


Throughout the whole country there is 


no question before tbe people that en 
grosses more attention tbaothe free coinage 
of silver. It is almost daily discussed in 
one way or another ID Congress, add every 
State convention deals with it, and it now 
looks as if tbe gold and silver parties 
would be tbe most prominent in tbe Prssi 
dectial campaign. 
Here, iu Nevada, ther« 


should be no difference of opinion on this 
question. The clap trap of certain politt 
cians, who imagine they can delude tbe 
public into the belief that a unanimous 
demand for tbe remooetization of silver is 
a move in the interest of Cleveland, Harri- 
son, or any other gold bug, can cot deceive 
any intelligent person. 


Every citizen in Nevada shou'd enlist in
